St. Petersburg, June 28.—The gen­ 
eral staff has received a long dispau a 
from General Sakbaroff, dated June 26. 
It says there is reason to suppose t k d 
a considerable force of the enemy pro 
cceded from Wangtsia station in tIn­ 
direction of the mountains, marching 
northward toward the 
Chapan pass, 
and that the Japanese were beginning 
to move along the northern Siuyen- 
Kaichou road from Toutakau for the 
Weita pass. 
On June 25, the dispatch says, a 
battalion of .Japanese infantry advanc­ 
ed along the Liaoyang main road, but 
was stopped for a time by the Rus­ 
sian sharpshooters, but the Russians 
were forced to retire with a loss of 
five men and one officer wounded.
